Dog owners in the borough are 
on the lookout for poisoners who 
have taken their toll during the past 
few years. 

The latest victim of the dog poi- 
soners is Mrs. J. \V. Sterner, of 
Woodside avenue, whose airdale 
died this week from the effects of 
ground glass.

There have also been many 
other cases reported throughout the 
borough. 

The owners of the dogs claim that 
the animals could only be poisoned 
by meat or other food thrown into 
the yard. They fear that a young 
child may some day be the victim 
of ground glass or strychnine des- 
tined for a dog. 

Appeals have been made to the 
borough authorities to help in the 
search for the guilty persons, and 
prosecution is promised if they are 
found.

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Narberth Gives Coolidge Big 
Majority In Record Vote

The Drought In Narberth. 

The Co-operative Observer in- 
forms us that the rainfall for Oc- 
tober at Narberth amounted to 
17/1.00 of an inch. This is the 
smallest amount since records 
were started. Rain fell on the 
8th to the 15/100 of an inch, a 
trace on the 16th which was not 
-enough Jo.measiirje,^and 3/100 <£ 
art inch on the 28th. 

Previous to this the next month 
that held the record was that of 
November, 19??, when 54/100 of 
aninch was recorded. 



Narberth polled the greatest vole 
in the history of the borough on 
Tuesday and also ran up the big- 
gest Republican landslide on record. 
La Follette polled but a few scat- 
tered votes of the 1600-odd ballots 
cast. 

The residents expressed them- 
selves in decisive fashion in the mat- 
ter of the two loans. The commun- 
ity centre loan of $100,000 was sunk 
to the tune of 366 to 950. while the 
$75,000 street-paving loan passed 
with flying colors, 1014 to 355. 

In District No. 1. Northeast Nar- 
berth, the vote on the first was 107 
to 3-20. and on the second. 363 to 
SS.' 

In District No. 2. Northwest. 
Narberth. the building loan tallied 
'39 to 3')() and the street loan 30/ 
to 130. 

In the Third District. South Side, 
the score was, building loan. 120 to 
270, and street loan, 254 to 137. 

The vole on the constitutional 
convetion and the offices will be 
found in another column. It will 
be noted that North Ardmore and 
Cynwyd are the only districts beside 
Narberth which gave a majority to 
the project ; in fact they were the 
only ones in the entire county. 

'Phe heavy vote was due in large 
part to the efforts of the League of 
Women Voters in their "f.et Out 
the Vote" campaign. The results of 
this publicity were shown through- 
out the county, but particularly in 
Narberth, the home of the chairman 
of the campaign. Mrs. C. I'. Fow- 
ler. 

Another contributing factor was 
the splitting up of the borough into 
election districts. This speeded up 
the voting greatly and permitted the 
election officials to get a little sleep 
Tuesday night — an unusual thing in 
Narberth. Very little confusion was 
noted because of the new arrange- 
ment, although many voters who re- 
ported to Elm Hall had to he sent 
to their new polling places. 

This is the first election, incident- 
ally, at which Narberth reliquished 
her honor of being the largest single 
district in the State. It used be be 
in a sense a distinction, but a du- 
bious honor. The wisdom of the 
split was clearly shown. 

The large turn-out and the splen- 
did Republican majority was highly 
pleasing to the committee. Charles 
V, Noel, chairman of the Republi- 
can Committee said when the results 
were announced : "The loyal work 
of Narberth's Republicans was most 
pleasing to the party workers as 
was the big turn-out. The commit- 
tee wishes to express its thanks to 
the voters for contributing to Nar- 
berth's share in the victory, particu- 
larly to the women, whose efforts 
brought such big results.' 

The Narberth Street Improve- 
ment Association, the nori-partican 
organization which conducted the 
campaign for the street bond issue, 
has requested publication of the fol- 
lowing : 

"On behalf of all of the people 
on all of the unpaved streets, we 
wish to extend to the people on all 
the paved streets: our heartiest 
thanks and appreciation for the 
neighborly and- generous support 
Which they gave , us and without 
which iwe would have, failed. It 
confirms and justifies bur original 
belief that if the street; issue could 
be fairly presented to all of die 



people the spirit of fair play would 
give us the victory. 

"The street bond issue as it now 
stands, endorsed by every precinct 
in the borough, is no longer a sec- 
tional or minority affair. It is a 
mandate of the majority, and we are 
looking forward to the prompt and 
fair execution of the job which the 
people have commanded. 

"The Narberth Street Improve- 
ment Association will not disband." 

In Montgomery County the poll 
of votes was the biggest in the his- 
tory of the county and the plurality 
of the Republican candidates over 
their opponents broke all record?, 
being over 30,000. 

The number of districts of the 
156 voting precincts that were car- 
ried by the Democrats is negligible. 
The Third ward of Bridgeport, for 
instance, which was never known, 
to give anything but a Democratic 
majority, rolled up a substantial 
plurality for Coolidge. 

The threatened support of I. a 
Follette did not materialize. Al- 
though there were thousands of 
stay-at-home Democratic votes 
Davis leads the Socialist-Labor 
parties by a wide margin in the 
county. 

The plurality of Coolidge over 
Davis averages more than 200 to a 
district. Since there are 156 dis- 
tricts the plurality in the county is 
more than 30,000. This is not sur- 
prising. In fact the figures approx- 
imate very closely those claimed by 
tlie Republican managers. 

Of the possible 110,000 votes in 
the county the returns show an 
approximate poll of 60 per cent. 
This is at least 10 per cent, better 
than four years ago. 

The part women played in the 
sweeping victory in Montgomery 
county in behalf of the Republican 
ticket is recognized. They trooped 
to the polls by hundreds due to their 
own initiative plus the excellent 
work of the women workers.

The membership drive now being 
conducted by the Ardmore Chamber 
of Commerce has netted fifteen 
members within the last few days, 
according to a statement issued by 
Mr. A. L. Reinhold, secretary of 
the organization. The total mem- 
bership now is up to 196, Mr. Rein' 
Hold said, and it is expected that 250 
members will be enrolled by Christ- 
mas.

The first of the number of start- 
ling changes in the aspect of the 
business section of Narberth was 
completed this week when the Nar- 
berth Coal and Building Material 
Company began occupancy of their 
new office building at Narberth and 
Haverford avenues.

Chief Strong Wolf Is A 
Good Republica?i

The flash of rapiers and the clat- 
ter of muskets suggest the stout 
hearts of the men who braved those 
black winters 300 years ago. With 
knitting needles and spinning wheels 
rthe sweet- matron ^and-deniUre are 
occupied.

An unique honor came to Nar- 
berth on Tuesday. The borough 
received the first ballot ever cast 
by an American Indian. 

One hundred and forty-eight 
years after the Declaration of In- 
dependence proclaimed the politi- 
cal equality and universal fraterni- 
ty of mankind, the first American 
Indian, with full citizenship 
rights, cast his first vote in a 
Presidential election. 

As a result of the law signed on 
June :i last by President Coolidge, 
granting full citizenship to In- 
dians, Chief Strong Wolf, of the 
Ojibway tribe, appeared before 
the election board in Narberth, at 
Klin Hall, and cast ballot No. 213 
for the man whose signature made 
his people free. 

Although brought up in the 
backwoods, on the Menoniee Res- 
ervation of Wisconsin, near the 
Canadian border, Chief Strong 
Wolf is an educated man and an 
orator of note. At the present 
time he is studying anthropology 
at the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, lie was the first to volunteer 
of the lr.-'il.'l Indians who served 
ir the American armies in the 
World War. 

"Because President Coolidge 
had the courage of his convictions 
and approved the law which gave 
my people citizenship, I voted for 
him." he said. "There are some 
:i()0,()()0 Indians in the United 
States, and I am sure that their 
entire vote will be found to have 
been cast for him." 

To make more striking the his- 
torical significance of the event, 
the chief went to the polls in his 
pieturesi|iie tribal costume, with a 
great bonnet of eagle feathers and 
beaded buckskin shirt and mocca- 
sins. I le wore blue leggings, with 
wide llaps, and carried his cere- 
monial pipe. 

Chief Strong Wolf was born .'l(i 
j'cars ayo. As a boy he hunted 
moose, deer and caribou in the 
woods and trapped for a living. At 
the outbreak of the war, in Hill, 
lie came down from (ireat Slave 
Lake with two companions. High 
Charley Two-way and deorge 
I -ony Boy. and after various vicis- 
situdes reached Baltimore and 
shipped aboard a cattle boat as 
foreman. 

Arriving in France he was so 
tired with enthusiasm for the Al- 
lies' cause that he enlisted in the 
crack Second Battalion of Oxford 
and Pucks Light Infantry. Later 
he was transferred to the Mohawk 
Indian Battalion of the A. E. F. 
For four and one-half years he re- 
mained on the other side and al- 
most all that time was passed at 
the front. Since bis return be lias 
been studying at the University 
and lecturing upon Indian sub- 
jects.

IT IS THE DAWN 

The favorable action of the voters 
on the street bond issue moves for- 
ward toward a satisfactory solution 
a matter which has troubled the 
tranquility of the borough for many 
years. The people have provided 
the funds necessary for a much- 
needed permanent improvement and 
have removed the financial tethers 
which have prevented Council from 
pushing the project. There is nc 
reason to believe that Council will 
not work out the details in the spirit 
of generosity and fairness which 
the vote of the people indicated. 

It will, however, be a problem 
requiring the serious thought and 
effort of our governing body. 
Council has committed itself by 
unanimous vote to a- policy with re- 
gard to the disposition of the 
moneys made available. But the 
exact definition of the borough's 
share remains to be made. 

The resolution of Council passed 
last month defines a course but 
leaves the details to the future. That 
future is here. The people on the 
unpaved streets will push the pro- 
ject to its conclusion. 

The borough's insistence on pe- 
tition as the basis of each new 
street is wise, but the petitions must 
need be different from those in the 
past. It was formerly necessary 
that the petitioners bind themselves 
to pay the entire cost. It is now 
possible for the borough to share in 
the expense in addition to providing 
the working capital from the $7$ - 
ooo fund. 

For the information of the voters 
and to clear the track for the paving 
it seems the better course for Coun- 
cil to decide and state at once the 
plan they will pursue — what propor- 
tion of the cost they feel the bor- 
ough should bear. 

Our street-paving program has 
been held up for years by one thing 
or another. There seems to be no 
further excuse for delay. The 
people have voted 3 to 1 for street 
paving which is urgently needed. 

The Street Improvement Associa- 
tion, as shown in their diatribe 
against Council in these columns last 
week, have blood in their eye. Cer- 
tainly it seems the best course for 
the borough to push the project with 
due fairness for all concerned, and 
give the lie to cries of disinterest 
and discrimination.
